No Medicare Crisis 


With the new Medicare 
program now some two 
weeks old, a check of var- 
jous areas within the state 
and over. the country re- 
veals that the predicted 
rush by elderly citizens to 
hospitals has not taken 
place.

The State Health Depart- 
ment has approved plans 
for construction of a 500,- 
000 gallon overhead water 
storage tank to be built on 
city owned property. City 
Manager Tevis Huguely an- 
nounced Monday. 

With increasing demands 
on the cities’ water supply 
caused by growth of the 
population now estimated at 
17,500 people and the con- 
struction of the Quaker 
Oats plant, the need for 
additional storage facilities 
has become paramount. 
The new tank designed by 


neers, Russell and Axon of 
Daytona Beach is part of 
the $756,000 project to be 
expended on the city wat- 
er system. 

The tank when completed 
will store one million gal- 


lons at ground level and 
500,000 gallons overhead 
storage. The city proces- 


sing plant with this addi- 
tion will be able to deliver 
some six million gallons 
daily. 

The project to be financ- 
ed by bonds will be acted 
on at the July 25th city 
commission meeting. Potts

Cairo, Egypt, United Arab 
Republic, Nile Hilton Ho- 
tel. This is a huge modern 
hotel with 400 air-condition- 
ed rooms, each with a ter- 
race, and it overlooks the 
Nile river. There is a swim- 
ming pool, beauty parlor, 
and many gift shops. Our 
first morning we could look 
across the Nile and see the 
pyramids in the distance. 
Closer by were workmen in 
long white garments at the 
edge of the river repairing 
the bank of the river. Cairo 
has a population of four 
million, and it has 1,000 Mos 
ques. Moslems go to church 
on Friday at 11:30, and 
there is a Chanter who talks 
until the Koran is read, then 


the sermon. There are four 


`. Sects: Shafie, Moleh, Abu 


Havefa, and Homble. The 
most famous in the Alabas- 
ter Mosque built in 1820 by 
Mohamad Ali It has four 
domes and seven half dom- 
es. It has translucent ala- 
baster walls and 1,00 elec- 
ric light candles which 
form a huge círcular ring 
suspended from the ceiling. 
Women are not allowed 
tairs, but pray in the 


morning we walk- 
7 blocks over filthy 
idewalks and a few sleep- 
ing people to St. Andrew's 
United Churoh - Presbyter- 
ian. The sermon was given 
by Dr. Thornton B. Penfield, 
a dignified Englishman. In 
the social hour which fol- 
lowed, we met the MoGills, 
who have been Presbyter- 
jan missionaries'in Egypt 
for twenty years. Mr. McGill 
has charge of the Presby- 
terian Hospital. When Nas- 
sar came into power he 
wanted to get rid of all mis- 
sionaries, but did not suc- 
ceed. Nassar owns every- 
thing in Egypt it seems. 
Mrs, McGill's gardner told 
her one day, "I must go now 
and vote yes. 

We flew south along the 
Nile to Luxor. There is only 


a narrow strip of cultivated 
land along the river, the 
rest as far as you can see is 
dessert. As we were driving 
in a bus from the Airport 
to our hotel, we saw camels 
and donkeys with huge loads 
on their backs. The wheat 
had just been harvested, and 
а camel was treading the 
wheat, and a man had a 
pitchfork throwing Һе 

straw up in the air. One of 
the women turned to her 
companion and said, "Look, 
they are winnowing the 
wheat — Ruth and Naomi." 
Her companian replied, 

“You are mistaken, it is 
Ruth and Edith." We learn- 
ed of this conversation a 
few.days later, We had join- 
ed the Brownell Tour only 
two days before, and no one 
knew the names of all the 
members yet. We were tak- 
en up the river in a Felocca 
{ог a sail before supper. It 
seemed like a clumsy boat 
to me. Luxor in 158 BC was 
a city of a million people, 
and was the capitol of Egypt 
for 500 years. Now it is a 
small town. It is situated 
on the east side of the Nile, 
The west side is where the 
valley of the Kings, and the 
valley of the Queens are, 
and we visited King Tut's 
Tomb the next morning. We

Nineteen school buses of 
the Palm Beach County 
School system, traveled 250, 
506 miles on routes between 
Hendry and (Martin Coun- 
ties, during the recently 
ended 1965-66 school year, 
it is announced by County 
Supt. Robert W. Fulton. 

During the 180 days of 
the school year they aggre- 
gated a total of 386,460 stu- 
dent passengers in daily at- 
tendance at the 16 Glades 
schools. 

The cost per head for 
transporting children to

cost for transporting each 
student to school, was $36.54 
The County school system's

stressed that all .reported 
statistics refer solely to the 
use of buses during the day 
to transport students to and 
from schools and do not in- 
clude other uses of the 
school buses for authorized 
trips such as transporting 
bands.

traveled over desert land, 
and finally came to the 
opening where we had to 
climb down many steps. The 
sides of the walls were de- 
corated with figures and the 
room where the tomb was 
found was also covered with 
decorations. The light for 
this work was done by the 
reflection from the sun on 
metal mirrors — no artifi- 
cial light was used. When a 
person becomes king, the 
work on his tomb starts and 
continues as long as he lives. 
King Tut was only 18 years 
old when he died. Other 
tombs were built on top of 
his, so it was not discover- 
ed until recently. Our guide 
told us that the poor people 
were wrapped in cloth and 
put in caves with rocks at 
the entrance so the jackalls 
would not eat the mummies. 
The tombs were used by 
the Christians when they 
hid from the Romans. A 
king must marry his sister, 
and only children by this 
union can rule the country. 
In the afternoon we rode 
in fringed carriages lined 
with bright cretonne to the 
Temple of Karnac, the larg- 
est temple in the world. 
There is a huge Pylon, or 
arch at the entrance to the 
Karnac Temple with inscrib- 
ed scenes from the lives and 
deeds of Egyptian Kings. 
The temple grounds cover 
ninety acres. This was put 
together with dry brick — 
по mortar used, There are 
134 columns, twelve of these 
are 65 feet high, the highest 
columns in the world. These 
are Oblique and weigh 450 
tons, There are one thou- 
sand sphinx between here 
and the Temple of Luxor— 
a double row. The earth- 
quake in 25 BC destroyed 
many of the buildings, and 
buried most of the sphinx. 
They are still excavating. 
Back in Cairo in the Mus- 
eum we saw the treasures 
that were buried with King 
Tut. There were eight tombs 
in all some of alabaster, 
silver covered with jewels, 
and one of 249 pounds of 
pure gold. He had 365 small 
statutes buried with him — 
a servant for every day of

the year! On the tombs were 
many carvings of cobras for 
protection. We saw chess 
sets, alabaster statues 5000 
years old, and many pre- 
cious stones and jewelry. 
We visited a Coptic church, 
the oldest in Egypt, where 
the Holy Family hid in a ca 
ve underneath floor. There 
are 19 synagogues in Cairo. 
The Ben. ira. Synagogue 
has beautiful Arabic win- 
dows of colored stones. The 
Book of Esther, written 22 
BC, is on a leather scroll, 
and the guide had us touch 
it for luck. 

We took a trip across the 
Nile to visit the pyramids. 
The largest, Kheops, is 5,000 
years old, 455 feet tall, and 
is built on 13 acres of land. 
One hundred thousand peo- 
ple worked on the pyra- 
mids, Two thousand worked 
at one time, and changed 
every three months. Some 
of the stone pieces weighed 
214 tons, There are 2,300,- 
000 pieces of limestone in 
this one pyramid. They were 
brought here on barges, then 
rolled on wooden rollers. 
Fifteen of us got on camels 
and rode up the hill to the 
pyramids. Getting on and 
off a camel is quite a feat. 
My camel was named “whis 
ky" and the one back of me 
was named “rose.” My dri- 
ver sang, "The Campbell's 
(camel's) are coming.” Egypt 
now has 30 million people 
who live in an area the size 
Maryland. When the Asw: 
Dam, which is being built 
100 miles south of Luxor, iz 
finished it will open up two 
million more acres and add 
550 million dollars every 
year to Egypt's economy. 

Our guide throughout our 
stay in Cairo was Fergani, a 
Bedouin or Nomad, who 
dressed in a loose flowing 
gown and a turban. He was 
a very distinguished looking 
man with graying hair and 
piercing eyes. He prays five 
times a day, repeating each 
of the following thirty three 
times, 1. No God but Allah. 
2. Thanks to Allah. 3. Al- 
lah is greater. He told us 
that his grandfather was 
born and died in a tent. He 
told in glowing terms how 
generous and friendly the 
Bedouins were апа all 
guests were welcome. They 
led a free and easy life un- 
til 1947, when Military Ser- 
vice, Schools and Income 
Tax became compulsory. He 
now lives in an apartment 
with TV, washing machine 
ete. He has one son who is| 
a doctor, and another who) 
is an architect. He told us, 
“God made time, man made! 
hurry.”

Sailing Permits 
Required For 
Departing Aliens

apply for tax clearance at 
Est two weeks before the 
dste of their departure, 
says Е.

He said they should ap- 
pear-in-person at their local 
Internal \Revenue office 
with copies of Federal In- 
come Tax returns for, 1964 
and 1965, as well as a state- 
ment of income and expen- 
ses for 1966. They should 
also bring passport and re- 
entry permits.

Local Historians Locate 


Old Seminole War Fort Sites 


By Lawrence E. Will 

A party of amateur his- 
torians set out on June 19th 
to visit the site of Ft. Van 
Swearingen, a stockade fort 
of the Seminole War, which 
existed briefly in 1838, some 
six miles east of Lake Okee- 
cliobee. This fort had been 
established on a new mili- 
tary trail from Ft. Bassen- 
ger on the Kissimmee Riv- 
ег, to,Ft. Drum and on to 
Ft. Jupiter on the coast. 
This road was opened by 
General Jesup just before 
the battle of Okeechobee 
was fought on Christmas 
day in 1837. It was later 
used ‘by hunters, Indians. 
cow men and settlers At 
one time a telegraph line 
һай been strung along this 
trail, from which it got the 
name of “the old wire road” 
The fort was named for Cap- 
tain Joseph Van Swearingen 
who was killed in the battle 
on the lake, which took 
place only seven or eight 
miles from here. 

Our party consisted of Al- 
bert DeVane of Lake Fla- 
cid and his brother Park De- 
Vane of Sebring, both of 
whom have located the sites 
of many forts of the Semi- 
nole War. Albert is also an 
authority on the Seminoles, 
past and present, while Park 
has located many old roads 
in this part of the state. We 
also had Mr. "Sport" Rucks, 
owner of the Red Top Dairy 
at the site of the once great 
Sherman lumber mill, with 
his brother-in-law Charles 
Williams of Avon Park. 

Our guide was Alvah An- 
derson, an old timer who 
has lived for many years at 
the old catfishing settle- 
ment of Upthegrove Beach, 
whore Road 15A turns east 
from 441. He took us to an 
abandoned turpentine camp 
on Hendry Creek. Неге 
there was a peculiar ridge 
which he declared had been 
an earthworks thrown up 
by soldiers. However, Park 
Devane insisted that this 
was far from being the old 
fort site. We then drove to 
Highway 70, the Ft. Pierce 
road. Twelve miles from 
Okeechobee City we turned 
right on Bluefield Road for 
4.3 miles to the headquarters 
of Bluefield Ranch. Here 
we were joined by the gen-

eral manager of this ranch, 
Clyde Christopher and his 
wife, After travelling four 
miles on a farm road, past 
a thriving citrus grove and 
many fine cattle, we arriv- 
ed.at a spot only five or six 
miles from.. Upthegrove 
Beach, where we had start- 


ed. 

The writer had been here 
previously with the De- 
Vanes in 1962. At that time 
we had for a guide, Will 
Addison from Okeechobee, 
then 82 years of age, and 
who had been born within 
five miles of the fort site in 
this "iBluefields" aree. He 
explained that this name de- 
rived from a bluish haze 
which often tinged thc air. 

Addison said "When I was 
ten years old my father, 
with an ox team, was in 
the vicinity of the old fort, 
where a corduroy road ford- 
ed Van Swearingen Branch, 
part of the old milit 
trail My father said. 

"Son, this is where old 
Ft. Van Swearingen was,” 

1 looked around and say 
“Ра, I don't see no old fort! 

And no wonder, for the 
fires of 55 years had turned 
over time after tíme, until 
no sign remained, except for 
the tree bordered creek it- 
self. The fort, like most oth 
ers of the Seminole War, 
was merely a stockade of 
pine or palmetto los 
closing shacks th 
with palmetti f 
soldiers must пс 


for it is record- 
ed that while it was occup- 
ied, there was a rumor that 
some Seminoles had соп- 
cealed themselves, intending 
to surprise the soldiers 
while they slept. A strict 
search failed to reveal the 
enemy. Nevertheless, the 
lieutenant in charge was so 
worried that he marched all 
his men out that night to 
Ft. Lloyd, eleven miles 
northwest. 

Since our first trip here, 
Park DeVane had obtained 
the field notes of the orig- 
inal survey made by the U. 
S. government in 1853, as 
part of its plan to encourage 
settlers and thus hem the 
Seminoles in. DeVane had 
come here, located the heart 
pine stob marking the sec- 
tion corner, then by chain- 
ing the proper distance he 
found himself near the old 
ford across the creek. With 
a sensitive metal detector 
he then found some old 
nails and fragments of rus-

dison mentioned, The site of 
the fort is in an open area 
of scattering pines. The 
once dense growth of pal- 
mettoes has recently been 
uprooted in preparation for 
planting grass. 

*Mr. Christopher was much 
interested in finding this lo- 
cation on his ranch, and 
plans to have a suitable 
marker erected to mark this 
historic spot. 

The writer had previous- 
ly accompanied the DeVane 
brothers in locating other 
fort sites in this area. One 
had been Ft. Denaud, west 
of LaBelle. It had been on 
the north bank of the Cal- 
oosahatchee River, near the 
old bridge. Since the recent 
widening of the river, this 
spot is now far out in the 
river about at the present 
draw bridge. During the 
Seminole War, 
epidemic of typhoid fever 
at this fort, the army sur- 
geon had ordered all the 
Soldiers’ clothing to be de- 
ed. Park DeVane had 
oyered many brass uni- 
form buttons where these 
unifotms had been burned. 
le said he had collected 144 
buttons found at various 
sites of old forts. 

Ft. Thompson, two miles 
1 ver from LaBelle suf- 
red the same fate as Ft 
Denaud. Although the stubs 
of the heart pine palisades 
still remained, this site was 
destroyed also in the widen- 
ing of the river. 

Ft. Center was located on 
Fisheating Creek near the 
Indian mounds. Another 
temporary fort also was lo- 
cated on this creek a few 
milés west of the picnic 
grounds known as Paradise 
Park. We also searched for 
some old copper boats used 
by the soldiers and rumor- 
ed to be sunk somewhere 
in this creek, but not know- 
ing the location, we had no 
luck. 

‘The only fort of the Sem- 
inole war which was on the 
shore of Lake Okeechobee, 
had been Ft. McRae, where 
the St. Lucie Canal now 
joins the lake. Many guns, 
bayonets and other items 
were discovered here in the 
lake when this canal was 
being dug. They had been 
lost by the capsizing of'a 
boat, part of ап Indian 
hunting expedition under 
Lt. George Henry Preble, 
later a rear admiral. This 
was in 1842 as the boat was 
being launched during a 
storm from the then aban- 
doned Ft. McRae. 

Nothing now remains to 
show where any of these 
old forts once stood. It is 
hoped that while these sites 
are still known, some per- 
manent mark should be 
erected to record this color- 
ful period of our early his-

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Auto License Tags May Be 
Deductible On Income Tax 


State Rep. L. A. “Skip” 
Bafalis has been appointed 
a member of а special 
committee to study motor 
vehicle license fees. The ap- 
pointment was made by 
House Speaker E. C. Ro- 
well 

The bill creating the com 
mittee was introduced by 
Rep. Bafalis during the 
1965 session^of the legisla- 
ture. Its purpose is to de- 
termine a means of making 
auto license tags tax de- 
ductible on personal feder- 
al income tax returns. 

At the present time the 
cost of auto licénse tags is 
deductible from federal in- 
come tax in eleven states. 

Bafalis said if tags could

"The child isn't sure of 
which direction to use in 
attacking the word," he 
said.

step the teacher 


takes is diagnosis. This in- 
volves interviewing the par 
ents, then a battery of tests 
— intelligence, vision, dir- 
ectionality, Once the dia- 
gnosis is complete, various 
remedies may be used, al- 
ways with special attention 
to each child's individual 
needs. 

One example of methods 
used is the VAKT approach 
— visual-auditory-kinesth- 
etic-tactile. This involves all 
of the senses and presents 
a word or letter to a child 
through each of the known 
avenues to the brain. 

The letter J, for instance, 
would be cut out of sarid- 
paper for the child ta 
touch. In feeling it he is 
encouraged to move his 
arms freely and in a wide 
arc, thus using his muscles 
as much as possible — the 
kinescopic aspect. Simult- 
aneously the teacher speaks 
the letter, completing a 
four-way assist to the slow 
learner. 2 

Spagnoli says an increas- 
ing percentage of children 
are being helped, by the 
process of diagnosis and 
treatment of causes, to un- 
lock the multiple problems 
that lie at the root of read- 
ing difficulties.
